THE READER. 


ERS cs ſeriouſly and piouſly diſ- 
poſed, are not always the moſt 
diſcreet; and hence too frequently 


become the dupes of craft, 'or enthu- 


ſiaſm. It appears indeed that there 
is no point in which a religious and 


good man wants more aſſiſtance, than 


in the conduct of his Devotional Exer- 


ciſes. This ſeems to have gene- 


rally been underſtood; and will ac- 
count for the multitude of books, pub- 
{hed with that view. But unfortu- 
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nately there is almoſt as much danger 
in the uſe of thoſe books themſelves, 


as they mean to prevent. For this 
reaſon it has long been thought by 
the moſt prudent and pious judges, 
that the beſt help to devotion is to be 
derived from the Scripture itſelf: and 
for that purpoſe the Book of Pſalms 
offers itſelf firſt to our notice. The 
compaſs and importance of that Book 


in this reſpect cannot be better expreſ- 


ſed, than in the following words of the 
ſage Hooker (Eccleſ. Pol. book v. 
ſect. 37.) All good neceſſary to be 


* known, or done, or had, this one 


* celeſtial fountain yieldeth. Let 
* there be any grief, or diſeaſe inci- 
dent to the ſoul of man, any wound 
* or ſickneſs named, for which there 
is not in this treaſure-houſe. a pre-

© ſent comfortable remedy, at all times 
ready to be found.” OT” 
The Book of Pſalms is a collection 
of Odes and Hymns written by in- 
ſpired authors, beginning with Moſes, 
and continued till the end of the Ba- 


\ 


byloniſh Captivity ; referring to the 


various circumſtances of the Jewiſh 


nation, during that long period : and 


interſperſed with important Prophe- 
cies, relating to the Meſſiah, and the 
eſtabliſhment of his Kingdom, which 
was to comprile all the nations upon 
earth. The bulk of them however 


are the work of David, and to be ex- 
plained by the fluctuating hiſtory of 
his life. To extract from a Compila- 
tion of this ſort, thoſe materials and 


* expreſſions, which may be of uſe to 
* govern the devotions of men under 
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(viii) 


* all circumſtances, and in all times, is 


* the object of this publication.” 

The idea of arranging the whole 
Book of Pſalms under particular heads 
for private uſe, has long ago been at- 
tempted and probably executed dif- 
ferently by different authors: but all 
have concurred in keeping each Pſalm 
whole and entire. Yet ſometimes 
there may be found in the compaſs 
of the ſame Pſalm, paſſages Petition- 
ary, Euchariſtic, Penitential, Conſola- 
tory, Here then it 1s that the preſent 
plan takes place. Inſtead of referring 
each entire Pfalm to its particular 
head, under each head, adopted in 
this plan, the author has ſelected all 
the particular paſſages from the whole 
Book of Pſalms, which he conceived to 
belong to that head. To do that cor- 


(is ) 
realy, ſo as not to depart from the 
proper ſenſe of the paſſage, could not 


fail of being attended with great diffi- 


culty ; and required the moſt attentive 
caution and diſcernment.—There is 
nothing, it may be obſerved, ſo falla- 
cious, as quoting and applying partial 
expreſſions, without paying particular 
regard to the ſenſe they bear, in their 
original ſituations. This is the cafe 


with regard to all authors: but where 


the word of God is concerned; it muſt. 
certainly be of ſerious importance. 
A reverence is due there, whicl. 
ought to prevent all trifling; and mere 
accommodation to a purpoſe. The 
word of God ſhould never be applied, 
but in its own proper ſenſe. By not 
ſufficiently attending to this, very 
falſe interpretations of Scripture have 
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been ſanctioned : it has proved an un- 
happy ſource of the many hereſies 
and animoſities, which have diſturbed 


and divided the Chriſtian Church. 


Aware of that dangerons rock, the 
author of this Selection, has uſed his 
beſt care and endeavours to keep 
clear of it. 

If the Book of Pſalms, befides its 
native value, was, according to the opi- 
nion of a Prelate * of high authority, 
(becaufe © mighty in the Scriptures,”) 
the Manual of the Son of God, while 
he was upon earth ; in that view of it, 


as a treaſure of devotional help, i 
muſt ſurely be ineſtimable. 


But whatever ſuccour or conſolation, 
He might draw from thoſe pure and 
refreſhing waters of the Sanctuary al-

ready flowing, who in the days of 
his fleſh offered up ſupplications and 
5 prayers, with ſtrong crying and 
tears; though he was holy, harm- 
* leſs, undefiled, and ſeparate - from 
** ſinners;” it is not to be imagined, 
that any one of his diſciples can have 
read the Pſalms attentively, without 
finding them forcible appeals to his 
own erring, if not finful heart ; either 
to melt it into Penztential ſorrow ; or 
to ſoothe its Trouble, or to re-ſettle its 
Faith; or laſtly, to elevate his Ador- 
ing and Thankful ſoul to holy Rap- | 
ture. He mult be ſenſible, that, from 
the body of that divine Collection, are 
to be extracted ſpiritual life, health, 
ſtrength, comfort, and joy. 

The only thing a pious mind pro- 
bably regrets, is the frequent return of

vout Companion. Uniting detached | 
paſſages of different Pſalms, and with 
a ſtill nicer hand, to knit together 


members of verſes compoſed of diffe- 
rent matter, fo as to give the whole a 


regular appearance and meaning ; and 
thereby to gather up the” very 
« fragments” of that part © of the 


*<« bread of life, that nothing might be 


*« loſt,” proved to be a tedious and 
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perplexing taſk: and while with ex- 


treme diffidence it is ſubmitted to the 
reader, may plead, it is to be hoped, 
for the ſeeming irregularities of the 
Index. In every other point, the 
author has adhered to the letter of 


the text: and he truſts that every one 


who enters into the ſpirit of Eaſtern 
Poetry, which though ſometimes ma- 
jeſtically flowing, is at others abrupt 
and bold, will find the model of it 
here before him, thus © compacted 
by that which every joint ſupplieth, 
not altogether deſtitute of ſymmetry;
